Be remembered, That on the day and year aforesaid, being the 
time and place for the assemblage of the Legislature of Mississippi, 


the Senate was called to order by the Ron. John J. Pettus, Senator - 


from Neshoba and Kemper counties, President of the Senate.

Mr. Davis raised the Constitutional question whether Mr. With: 
erspocn could be sworn în asa member of this Senate, upon the 
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ground that doubts were entertained of the constitutional power of 
the members of the old Legislature to hold this session.

Witherspoon should be sworn in and the oath of office was admin- 
istered to him accordingly.

GENTLEMEN :~-In making to you my last annual message, at 
the close ot a term of near four years service, with which I have 
been honored, by the people of the State as their Chief Magis- 
trate, I am happy to congratulate you, their immediate Representa- 
tives, upon thé progress and prosperity of the State, and the con- 
tentment and happiness of the people themselves. Progress is 
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marked în the development ofali her moral, intellectual and physi- 
cal resources ; prosperity follows these, and this is the sure founda.- 
tion of the contentment and happiness of the people, 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 


The amendment proposed to the Constitution to fix the com” 
mencement of the term and the tenure of office of members of the 
Legislature, passed at the adjourned session,of December last, and 
sypmitted to the vote of the people at the late election, received the 
requisite number of votes to make it a part of the Constitution, the 

whole number of votes cast for the amendment being twenty-one 
~ thousand six hundred and sixty-three, and the whole number for 
members ofthe Legislature thirty-nine thousand two hundred and 
forty-one; majority for the amendment, two thousand and forty-two - 
—a majority of the whole number of votes cast for members of the 
Legislature being recuisite to authorize its insertion in the. Consti- 
tution. ` , 

The Legislature proposing the amendment, however, cannot 
insert it in the Cunstitution—the Constitution requiring that when 
an amendment is proposed and passed by the Legislature, and sub- 
mitted to the people, “if it shall appear that a majority of the quali- 

ed electors voting for members of the Legislature, shall have vo- 
ted for the proposed change, alteration, or amendment, then it shall 
be inserted bythe next succeeding Legislature as a part of the 
Constitution, not otherwise.” Although the terms of the members 
of the Legislature elected in November, 1855, may be regarded as 
extended, by the tenure of office amendment to the Constitution, to 
the first Monday in January, 1858, and they hold the present ses- 
sion; yet they are the same Legislature which proposed and passed 
the amendment, and though holding a succeeding session, are not 
the succeeding Legislature authorized to insert this amendment in 
the Constitution. 

According to the construction given to the Constitution by which 
the members of the Legislature elected in November, 1855, hold 
the present session, the newly elected members, chosen in October 
last, have not the power to hold a regular session of the Legicla- 
ture until the first Monday in November, 1859, and cannot get into 
session previous to that time, unless specially convened by the Gov- 
ernor. ‘This amendment, then, without these members being spe- 
cially convened, cannot be inserted in the Constitution until their 
regular meeting in November, 1859, a period after the election of 
other members, the first Monday in October, 1859, the commence. 
ment of whose term of office the amendment itself proposes to fix 
at that date, and continue for two years. < 

Should the members elected the first Monday in October last be 
convened in special session*by the Governor, and insertthe amend- 
mend in the Constitution, end it is construed to apply to their own 
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term of office, their term will be abridged from the first Monday in 
January,.1860, to the first Monday in October, 1859, and the mem. 
bers elected the first Monday in October, 1859, will hold the regu- 
lar session of the Legislature in November, following. Whether 
this cofistruction can be given to the amendment when inserted in 
the Constitution is doubtful; and if not, then there will still be two 
sets’ of members of the Legislature in office at the regular session, 
the first Monday in November, 1859. 

Doubts exist as to the term of office of the judicial officers of the 
State, the election amendment declaring that, “on the first Monday _ 
in October, 1858, and biennially thereafter, an election shall be 
held for ali county, district, judicial and ministerial officers,” &c., 
implying that the judges are to be elected every two years. 
Doubts exist also as to the time of the expiration and commence. 
ment of the gubernatorial term: This, however, has been settled 
by construction, and I retire from office the third Monday of No- 
vember inst., fhat the newly elected Governor may be installed on 
that day, eight weeks before the expiration of the term to which I 

-was originally elected and installed, the present term of the Execu- 
tive office being the only one of all the officerz of the State which 
is shortened, all others being prolonged by the construction given 

_to the several amendments to the Constitution. 

Besides these, doubtful questions and inharmonious conflicts, 
there are other imperfections in the Constitution of which it should 
be relieved, and as the best and surest means of accomplishing this 

~ object, and of remedyiăg all the existing evils, I recommend the 
call of a Convention to revise the Constitution. ‘The present Con- 
stitution was adopted the 26th of October. 1832, now a quarter of 
a century ago. -Ina progressive and prosperous State like ours, it 
is not surprising that her organic law should require revision after 
the lapse of twenty-fiye years. Inthis instance it is necessary. 
The expense of a Convention will not exceed that of a convened 

- session ofthe Legislature, and is much more essential to the inter- 
ests of the State. The last apportionment not having been made, 
fixing the ratio of representation in the Legislature, should your 
body concur in the opinion of the necessity for a call of a Conven- 
tion, I recommend that a just and fair apportionment be made, in a 
spirit of harmony and concession, for the representation in the Con- 
vention, and that the question for the call of the Convention be sub- 
mitted to the people, with the election of delegates at the same 
time. The amendment to prohibit suits against the State failed to ` 
receive the sanction of the people, the vote in favor of this amend. 
ment being only 10,170. 


„BANKS. 


A gloomy crisis has recently come, and is now prevailing, in the 
monetary affairs of the country, growing out ofthe evils of a paper 
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currency, inherent in the banking system which issues it as. a rep- 
resentative of coin, cheapening the actual value of money, and en- 
hancing, in proportion,-the price of every article of necessity, con- 
venience or luxury, and really representing more the confidence of 
the community, than it does any actual value. The consequence 
is, that when, for a time, confidence runs high in this spurious rep- 
resentation of coin, large issues are made by the banks, the inferior 
paper currency predominates, gold and silver ceases to circulate, 
money becomes cheap, prices high—speculation is rife, everything 
is represented by a fictitious value, every individual extends his 
credit to the farthest extreme, and every branch of business is ex- 
panded to the utmost limit. Having reached this point, there must 
' necessarily be a reverse—business fails to be profitable, individual 
credit fails with it, engagements cannot be met, confidence is de- 
stroyed, the paper currency fills the land, and is found to be the cir- 
culation but not the money of the country; it is a mere fictitious 
representative of value—the banks which have issued it cannot re- 
deem it in coin. Gold and silver, which is actual money, then be- 
come dear; everything else, except articles of absolute necessity, 
becomes cheap: credit is gone; property of every kind is sacrificed; 
the laborer is thrown out of employment or cannot obtain his hire; 
the producer suffers loss in the price of his staple, whatever it may 
be; the consumer has nothing to buy with; distress comes upon all, 
and every interest of the country suffers. This condition of things 
necessarily grows out ofthe inherent evil ofthe banking system it-. 
self; and every reflecting mind which has witnessed even the re- 
vulsions which have occurred“in our own day, from the crisis in 
1837 to that which is now upon the country in 1857, cannot, it 
seems to me, fail to perceive and appreciate it. 

Mississippi having almost wholly rid herself of the banking sys- 
tem for more than fifteen years past, is not at this time so serious 
a sufferer at home, in the present crisis, from the evils of a paper 
currency, but its pernicious influences are felt by her in its effects 
upon the price of her great staple, which will not now even com- 
mand more than two-thirds of its actual intrinsic market value, 
owing to the general failure of the banking system, and the conse- 
quent destruction of confidence throughout the whole country. As 
an evidence of what might have been the condition of things in 
Mississippi under the banking system, had it prevailed here as in 
other States, I have but to instance the fact that the only two soli- 
tary small banks which yet exist in the State—the Northern Bank 
of Mississippi and the Commercial Bank of Manchester—under, 
as was supposed by the country, the most prudent management, 
and with all the experience before them of the explosion of the 
banks in Mississippi, from 1837 to 1840, have both suspended pay- 
ment of their notes. These banks, fortunately for the State, have 
but a small capital, and have not a large amount of their paper in 
circulation. It is believed they will be able ultimately to meet 
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their liabilities, and that the most serious losses have already been 
sustained by the holders of their notes at the first shock produced 
by their depreciated credit. Se | | 
` As remarkable as it may seem, with the past history cf the 
banking System in Mississippi fresh in our Memories, a sentiment 
has recently grown up in some parts of the State, in favor of re- 
newing it at your present session. T can only say, that I think the 
time unpropitious for its advocates to make the experiment. + Be- 
lieving that the Legislature will not even for a moment consider 
such a proposition, I will not waste your time by presenting my 
objections to it. They are patent upon the whole face of the 
country, in the ruin of the banking system before us, seen and 
felt by all. I prefer to recommend stringent legislation to restrain 
the smal] banks we yet have from over issues in future, and to 
compel them, under penalty of the forfeiture of their charters, to 
xedeem their notes at all times in gold and silver ; also, to prevent 
further evils and losses to the people, from the circulation of for- 
eign bank paper in our State. 3 

At the last session of the “Legislature, a law was passed to pro- 
hibit the circulation of bank notes under the denominatlon of five 
dollars in this State. Under the Revenue Act, a “Tax of two 
per cent.” was laid on “every hundred dollars of bank paper of 
any other State, sent or brought into this State by any corporation 
issuing the same, for the purpose of being loaned or put in circu- 
lation by way of loan or brokerage, in the purchase of bonds, 
notes, or bills of exchange.” This tax, for the most part, can be 
easily evaded by the introduction of these foreign bank notes into 
the State by non-residents, upon whom no assessment can be made, 
and it is collected only from those“of our own citizens introducing 
them, who do a legitimate business, for which they pay a license, 
in dealing “in gold or silver coin or bullion, bank notes, or bills 
of exchange.” I therefore recommend that a tax of one per cent. 
be laid on every dollar of bank paper of any other State circulated 
in this State, to be assessed to the bona fide owners, whoever may 
be the holders of it, at the time of the regular assessment by law, 
and collected as other taxes. This will have the effect to prevent 
the introduction into the State of foreign bank paper of doubtful 
character, will appreciate the value of that which is introduced,. 
will yield a handsome revenue to the State, and so far as it oper- 
ates tothe exclusion of the bank notes of other States, will have a 
happy effect in increasing within our own State, the circulation of 
coin. 

NEW CODE. 


The revised statute laws of the State, as adopted in the new 
Code, went into effect on the first day of this month, and I do not 
suppose any legislation will take place to alter them. I recom- 
mend that they be put to the test of experience, and that no change 
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be wade in them for the present, The power of creating incorpo- 
rations for ordinary purposes, under this Code, is vested in the 
Governor, and this will dispense with much of the usual legisla- 
tion. I am, therefore, relieved from the necessity of recommend: 
ing, for your consideration, much which might otherwise be re- 
quired, in reference to the enactment of laws of general and local 
interest to the State. The legislation, however, on the important 
subjects of our railroads, of common schools, and the agricultural 
interests of the State, are not incorporated in the Code, and to 
these interests I may appropriately call your attention.

There is yet due the New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern 
Railroad Company, from the Interna 1 Improvement Fund, eighty- 
six thousand dollars. 

These roads are all in steady progress, with sure, if not speedy 
prospect of completion. I have the assurance of the New Orleans, 
Jackson and Great Northern Railroad Company, that the means 
are provided for completing this road to Jackson, and that it will 
be open through from New Orleans to Canton, by the first day 
of March next. The work is progressing rapidly between Jackson 
and Brookhaven, and there are only thirty-four miles between 
these points upon which the iron rails are not laid. The track 
laying is progressing both ways, and from the force upon both this 
and the earth work, there can be no doubt of the opening of the 
road to this point in the month of March. 

The distance from New Orleans to Canton, by the line of this 
road, is two hundred and seven miles. The extension of the Mis- 
sissippi Central Road, north of Canton, where it connects with the 
New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern, is completed twenty 
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miles, and the means are in hand, and the work progressing, to 
complete this road thirteen miles further—thirty-three miles north 
of Ganton—by the first of January next; and when the New 
Orleans road is open to Canton, the two roads will furnish 4 run- 
ning line of two hundred and thirty-seven miles. The Mississippi 
Centra] Road is completed from its junction with the Memphis 
and Charleston Road, south, sixty-two miles, and the means are 
provided, and the work progressing, to complete it ten miles fur- 
ther, to Water Valley, in Yalobusha county, by the first of January 
next, which will put it in runniag operation, from its northern 
terminus, seventy-two miles, and from its southern terminus, thirty- 
three miles, leaving an intervening distance of only eighty-two 
. miles to be completed, upon which sixty-two miles is ready to re- 
ceive the superstructure. ‘The resources of the Company, from 
the sale of its bonds, and the earnings of the road, it may be safely 
calculated, will be sufficient to complete the entire line by the first 
of January, 1859. The last annual report of each of these iwo 
companies, in addition to the information above given, is herewith . 
transmitted, as is required by law. 

The Mobile and Ohio Railroad is completed to the Crawfords- 
ville station, in Lowndes county, a distance of two hundred and 
twenty miles from Mobile, and but for the loss of two cargoes of 
iron at sea, by which the track laying was, for a time, suspended, 
the road would, by the first of January next, have been completed, 
and in running operation, to Okalona, in Chickasaw county, a dis- 
tance of two hundred and fifty miles from Mobile. From Colum- 
bus, its northern terminus on the Mississippi river, it is completed 
tothe Tennessee line, a distance of twenty miles. How far the 
iron rails are laid down in the State of Tennessee, | am not in- 
formed. The, grading of the entire road, through the State of 
Tennessee and through Mississippi, to its present point of termi- 
nus, may be said: o be completed. The track laying is progress- 
ing rapidly both ways, and the resources of the company, and the 
earnings of the road, give fair prospect ef its entire completion by 
the first day of January, 1860, and at that date it may be fairly 
anticipated that railroad communication will be open through our 
State from New Orleans on the one side and Mobile on the other, 
to the mouth of the Ohio, and connecting there with the Central 
Railroad of Illinois, the line will be open across the United States, 
from Chicago, on Lake Michigan, to both New Orleans and Mo. 
bile, on the Gulf 
- "E hese three roads are of the first class, and their construction, 
both of durability and the speed, and safety, and smoothness with 
which the cars are borne over them, reflects the highest credit on 
the skill of their engineers. a 

The Mississippi and Tennessee Railroad is completed, and in 
running uperation from Memphis, south, about sixty miles, and will 


be completed to Grenada by the first of January, 1859.

The Southern Railroad, under its new direction, has taken a 
fish impulse. The entire grading of the road, from Brandon to 
its junction with the Mobile and Ohio Railroad; a distance of eighty- 
miles from Brandon, is nearly completed, and the track is laid 
down two miles east of Brandon. ‘The assurances, to me, of the 
company are, that it will be completed through, and in running. 
operation, to its junction with the Mobile and Ohio Road, by the 
first day of January, 1860. 

I recommend that the Legislature give to all these roads, by way 
of liberal legislation ana appropriations, whatever the State has it 

in her power to bestow. 

A strong public sentiment has directed itself to building up the 
commercial interests of the State, as well as the development of 
her resources in her valuable timber region, and her agricultural 
resources, in those sections unprovided with railroad facilities, by 
our present lines, by the construction of a grand trunk tine of rail- 
road, from a point on our Gulf coast, to the interior, which will 
afford the best harbor for commercial and maratime purposes. 
That the approach to our Gulf coast for all sea vessels, and. espe- 
cially of large class ships, has advantages over that either to New 
Orleans or Mobile, cannot be questioned—and the entrance to the 
harbor of Ship Island, and the safety of anchorage when within it 
is equal to that of any port in the United States, for the largest 
ciass merchant vessels o1 ships of war. At flood tide, the average 
of which, on our coast, does not exceed three feet, the entrance to 
the harbor affords a channel one mile wide, with twenty-seven feet 
water, and of three miles wide with twenty feet water. The 
harbor, when entered between the island and the main land, 
affords twenty-seven to thirty feet water for three miles in width, 
north and south, and the same depth of water from five to seven 
miles east and west, the deepest water being nearest to the island, 
as it is in the entrance through the channel. ‘The main shore can 
be approached within four miles with twenty feet water, and within 
one mile with about thirteen feet, from which it gradually shallows 
to the beach. In fact, from the main shore to the deep water in 
the harbor, the descent is gradual, over a smooth bottom. This 
harbor, though apparently unknown, even at this day, to our own 
Governmeni, was known to the officers of the English navy, in 
the late war with Great Britain, in which they anchored their ships 
during the invasion and siege of New Orleans, and supplied them- 
selves, through their gun boats, with provisions, by foraging upon 
the cattle of our citizens, which were then in large numbers in the 
vicinity of the Gulf coast. ‘Ihe world does not afford a more beau- 
tiful site for a city, than the elevated coast opposite*this harbor. 
And a railroad constructed from this point to the interior, would 
build up within our borders a great seaport and commercial em- 
porium. 
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The subject of the construction of a railroad from the Gulf coast 
to the interior, occupied’ the attention of the people of the State 
nearly twenty years ago, and was one which, at that time, excited 
deep interest. With the crisis which took place in this State in 
1640, it passed away, and has but recently been revived. In 1850 
an act was passed to incorporate the Gulf and Ship Island Rail- 
road Company, but no organization of the Company ever took 
place under it. In 1854 an act amendatory of the former act was 
passed, which is now in force as the charter of the Company. 
This authorizes the Company to determine for themselves- the 
amount of capital they may require to build the road—to fix the 
number and amount of shares of stock to be subscribed for—the 
time and terms of payment, and to open books of subscription for 
stock at such times and places, within or without the State, as they 
may deem advisable, and requires the organization of the Com- 

y as soon as one hundred and fifty thousand dollars of the capi- 
tal stock shail be subscribed for. No organization of the Compa- 
ny has yet taken place under it. : 

Under the act of March, 1854, to aid in the construction of the 
New Orleans; Jackson and Great Northern Railroad, and for 
other purposes, five thousand dollars was appropriated to survey 
and locate the line of the Gulf and Ship Island Road, to connect 
with the Southern, or the New Orleans, Jackson and Great Nor. 
thera Read, at Brandon, Jackson or Canton, as the Northern ter- 
minus. The survey of the route was made, with reference to 
Jackson as the northern terminus, andthe valley of Pearl river as 
the route. The report of the Engineer was submitted to the Legis- 
lature, with my annual message, in 1856, estimating the cost of 
the road, a first class one, furnished and equipped for running, at 
three million dollars; the entire “istance from Jackson to Missis- 
sippi City being one hundred and fifty-eight miles, and by the line 
of the road oily eleven and one-tenth miles greater than the air 
line. A 

By this act, which disposed of the whole of the Internal Im- 
provement fund for stock in the New Orleans, Jackson and Great 
Northern, the Mississippi Central, and Mobile and Ohio Reads, it 
was provided that as soon as this stock can be sold at par, it shall 
be invested in the Gulf and Ship Island Road, provided the com- 
pany shail be regularly organized, and five hundred thousand dol- 
Jars shall have been subscribed in reliable stock. Provided, fur- 
ther, “that no stock shall be subscribed by the State in this road, 
anti! the State stock in the other roads shall be sold, and then only 
an amount of stock equal to the whole proceeds of such sale shall 
be subspribed, and the first payment thereon shall be equal to the 
amount then ‘paid on each share by other stockholders.’ And 
“that no money, as part of the Internal Improvement fund, shail be 
paid to the Company, until-at least twenty-five per cent. of the 
s‘ock subscribed by individuals shall have been paid in cash, and 
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afier the payment of this twenty-five per cent. in cash, equal 
amounts shall be paid, from time to tinie thereafter, by the indi. 
vidual stockholders, and by the State as part of the Internal Im. 
provement fund, before authorized to be invested.” * 

By an Act of Congress, passed the 11th of August, 1855, a 
grant of land was made to this State to aid in the construction of a 
railroad from Brandon to the Gulf of Mexico, of every alternate 
section, designated by even numbers, for six sections in width on 
each side of said road, with the privilege, if any ofthe lands 
granted had been disposed of, to select an equal quantity in lieu of : 
these, within fifteen miles on each side of said road. l 

With this legislation on the part of the State, and the grant of 
land by Congress to construct a railroad to the Gulf coast the indi- 
vidual interest felt in it has not as yet been sufficient to induce the 
organization of the company for that purpose. 

What is demanded by the wants of the State in reference to this 
road is, that its terminus on the Gulf shall be opposite the harbor 
of Ship Island, or at that point which affords the best harbor upon 
our coast, and that its line shail pursue a route to the northern 
boundary of the State, midway as near as may be, between the 
Mobile and Ohio on the one side, and the New Orteans, Jackson, 
and Great Northern Road on the other, with each of which it will 
- ultimately connect by appropriate branches, and form its junction 
with one or both of these roads in the great line North. I, there- 
fore, recommend that the consent of Congress be obtained for a 
change of the present grant of land, and that it be made applicable 
to a line of road such as I have designated, by which a much larger 
amount of land will be obtained, and much greater necessities of 
the State provided for, by the construction of the road over this 
route. To ascertain the most eligible line for this road, and to 
provide for the expense of the survey and location of the route, 
with the estimates of cos, &c., I recommend, should the Legisla- 
ture concur with me in levying the tax proposed on the foreign 
bark notes circulating in this State, that the revenue derived from 
that source ve appropriated to this object; if not, that they provide 
the means in such other way as in their own judgment they shall 
desm best. S E 


COMMON SCHOOLS. 


The Constitution says, “ Religion, morality, and knowledge 
being necessary to good government, the preservation of liberty, 
and the happiness of mankind, schools and the means of education 
shall forever be encouraged in this State.” D has been my 
earnest desire, since I first entered the public service of the State, 
as a member of the Legislature in 1848, to see a general system 
of common schools established, which should, as far as possible, 
bring the means of education within the reach of all the children 
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of the State. I-then advocated the appointment of a State Super 
intendent of Common Scheols, whose duty it should be to collec 
all the: information upon this subject, derived from the practice 
and experience in other States, and to traverse our own State 
and ascertain the number, and condition, and necessities of the 
children to be educated, and the disposition and means of the 
people, and the counties,-to co-operate in the establishment of a 
general system, adapted to the wants of the State. I had the 
honor to make this suggestion to the Legislature in my annual 
message in 1856, and 1 now respectfully renew the recommenda- 
tion, with the opinion then. expressed, that I consider this “ essen- 
tial to the proper commencement and future success of any sys- 
tem that may be adopted.” ‘The legislation upon this subject has 
been such, that the Commissioners to revise and codify the laws 
say, that the important and interesting subject of Common Schools 
is omitted in the revision “the enactments on this subject having 
assumed, in the several counties, a local character, and, in the 
present state of public opinion, not being capable of reduction to 
a general and uniform system.” The first step to be taken is to 
correct this legislation, and this public opinion, . which I think can 
best be done by the appointment of a State Superintendent of 
Common Schcols, or Public Instruction, who shall devise and re- 
port a plan for “a general and uniform system.” 


AGRICULTURAL. 


Mississippi is essentially an agricultural State, and the atten- 
tion of the people of the State is, at this time, directed, with deep 
interest, to agricultural improvement. -Asscciations have been 
formed in several of the counties, and interesting fairs have been 
recently held in the counties .of Jefferson, Kemper, Yalobusha, 
Chickasaw and Munroe, 

This spirit should be encouraged, and this interest sustained, by 
legislation. The fair of the State Agricultural Association takes 
place in Jackson, on Wednesday and Thursday, the 4th and 5th 
inst’ The grounds east of the Capitol have been, at their request, 
assigned them by the public officers, and I recommend that the 
Legislature grant to the Association the permanent use of these 
grounds for the purposes of their annual fairs, and that an annual 
appropriation be made sufficient permanently to sustain the State 
Agricultural Association, and, through it, the county associations, 
which may give assurance of being permanent auziliaries to it. 

Our railroads, our school and our agriculture, are the sure 
foundations of the prosperity and greatness of the State—they are 
the sources of the wealth and power of the Siate. They should 
be encouraged and sustained, to build up for Mississippi, in all that 
constitutes a great State, a position equal to that of the first of our 
sisters of the confederacy, and to give to her an individuality in her 
character and her sovereignty as a member of the Union. 
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GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


In accordance with the “ Act to provide for printing the Second: 
Annual Report of the Agricultural aud Geological Survey of the 
State, and for other puroses,” approved January 31st, 1857, on | 
the first Monday of March last, I appointed Dr. L. Harper State 
Geologist, and charged him with the superintendence ofthe printing 
and publishing his report, and with the purchase of the apparatus 
for the Laboratory, for analysis of soils, &c., and with the outfit for 
traveling. Five thousand copies of the Report were ordered to 
be printed, for the small appropriation of three thousand five hun- 
dred dollars. ‘That number has been printed and delivered, as I 
am informed by the Public Printer, within the appropriation, and 
the work is neatly bound in boards, with such plates and charts, 
engraved in wood cuts, as was necessary for its illustration. Its dis- 
tribution is to be made under the “ Act to authorize the printing 
of the First Annual Report of the Agricultural and Geological Sur- 
vey of the State,” approved March Ist, 1854, which will leave 
more than three thousand copies of the work for sale by the Sec- 
retary of State, which I recommend be either distributed to the 
people of the State. gratuitously, or be sold at the low rate of one 
dollar per copy, that all who feel an interest in the suject may pro-: 
cure them, and if sold, that the Secretary of State be authorized to 
place them in convenient localities for that purpose. ‘The Report 
seems to be a work containing much valuable information. ` 

The apparatus for the Laboratory was purchased by Dr. Harper, 
and with the exception of two instruments, a large microscope anda 
pair of fine scales, ordered in Germany, the. cost of both about three 
hundred dollars, has been received, and is deposited in one of the 
rooms of the Penitentiary, under care of the Superintendent, Mr. 
Hardin. 

Twelve hundred dollars was appropriated for the purchase of 
the aparatus ; and of this sum fifty four dollars and eleven cents 
remains in the treasury, to pay for. the freight and charges on the 
two instruments above referred to—the whole of the aparatus, in. 
cluding these being paid for. 

The cost of outfit purchased by Dr. Harper, and his expenses 
in superintending the printing of his report, and in purchasing the 
apartus and oufits, was six hundred and fifty-five dollars and eight 
cents. For this purpose a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars 
ayear was appropriated ; and the balance of this appropriation in 
the treasury, unexpected, is three hundred and forty-four dollars 
and twenty cents. 

The accounts and vouchers for the expenditures, under these two 
heads as appropriation, are on file in the Auditor’s office. l 

Dr. Harper returned to this city, after the execution of the duties : 

ith which he had been charged, on the 24th of September last ;: 
and after making report of his proceedings, and closing his accounts 
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for disbursements, on the 12th of October resigned his office as 
State Geologist. I have not made -another appointment of State 
Geologist, owing to the vacancyhaving occurred at so short a time 
before the close of my official term, and not knowing a suitable 
„person to be appointed. j 


TWO. AND THREE PER CENT. FUNDS. 
$ IA 


I have collected from: the Government, and paid to Wm. C. 
Smedes, Esq., President of the Southern Railroad Company, of 
the.two per cent. fund, appropriated by law to that road, $65,905 
66. Of this sum, $56,555 48 is the amount of two per cent. 
fund accruing to the State from the Chickasaw and Choctaw re- 
servations, estimated at $1 22 per acre, under the, Act of Con- 
gress, approved March 3d, 1857, less the commissions of the. 
Agent of the State, J. F. Jackson, Esq., under the resolution of the 
Legislature of March, 1850, to adjust the claims of the State with 
the Uuited States arising out of the two and three per eent, 
‘Three Per Cent. Fund, $98,858 51. Of this sum,. $84,883 22 
is the amount of the Three Per Cent. Fund accruing to the State 
from the Chickasaw and Choctaw reservations, less the commis- 
sions of the Agent of the State, as aforesaid. Three funds have 

-been transmitted from the treasury of the United States to the 
State Treasury, by Messrs. Adams & Horne, bankers of this city, 
without charge or loss to the State. Mr. Jackson informs me that 
there are. yet about $40,000 due from these funds to this State, 
suspended upon points decided against the State, under former. de. 
cisions of the department, which he is of opinion he will be able 
to recover for the State, by appeal to the Secretary of the Interior, 
or to the Attorney-General of the United States. ` 


REPORTS OF PUBLIC OFFICERS. ; 

The reports of the various public officers will show to you, 
clearly, the condition of the business in their several departments. 
And it is due to those who have been associated with me in the 
administration of the State government, now that I am about to 
separate from them, to pay them the just tribute of the expression 
of my confidence in their integrity, fidelity and capacity in the dis- 
charge. of the duties of their several offices. ; 

It will be seen, from the report of the Auditor, that the receipts 
into the Treasury, from all sources, from the Ist of January, 1857, 
to the 31st of October, 1857, both inclusive, are $1,015, 478 30; 
and that the disbursements, for the same periud are $1,054,469 99, 
showing the excess of disbursements over the receipts to be $38., 
991 69. a For the details-of these receipts and disbursements, I re- 
speetfully refer you to the report of the Auditor, which exhibits, in 
a clear and satisfactory light the condition of the finances‘ of the 
State. . . d geet 
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The condition of the military affairs of the ‘State will appéar 
from the report of the Adjutant-General herewith transmitted. 
Volunteer organizations have been encouraged, and nine -coni- 
panies, in various parts of the State, have been furnished’ with 
arms from the State Arsenal, since the last report of the Adjutant- 
General in January, 1856. 

The reports of Trustees of the Lunatic Asylum and the Insti. 
tutions for the Deafand Dumb and Blind will inform you of the 
wants and necessities of these institutions. They are all under: 
good management, and in a highly flourishing and prdsperous 
condition. I recommend them to the fostering care of the Legis- 
lature. 

From the report of the Medical Superintendent of the Asylum, 
it appears that the whole number of patients admitted into it since 
its opening, has been: Males, 93; Females, 57; total, 150. The | 
whole number discharged, and that have left the Asylum, 67. | 
Remaining at this time under treatment—Males, 48 ; Females, 355 
total, 83. The whole number of charity patients received has! 
been 104; of paying patients 46. The whole number that have 
recovered under treatment is: Males, 21; Females, 5; total, 26. 
Of the recent cases, fully eighty per cent. have recovered. ` Dr. 
Wm. S. Langley, the able and intelligent Medical Superintendent, 
and the early and constant friend of the Asylum, under whose 
watchful care and skillful management it has reached its present 
prosperous condition, and obtained its far-spreading reputation, as 
one of the superior institutions of the kind in the country, recently 
resigned his office as Superintendent, and the Board of Trustees 
have elected to fil! his place Dr. W. B. Williamson, who is the 
present Superintendent, and highly competent for the duties of the 
position. I recommend that the law requiring the expenses of pau- 
per patients brought to the Asylum from different parts of the State, 
to be paid out of the appropriations for the support of the Institu- 
tion, be changed, and that the expenses be paid by the counties 
from which the patients are sent. The reports of the Trustees of 
these several institutions are herewith transmitted, - ~ 


GAS AND FIRE COMPANIES. 


I recommend that the public buildings be lighed with gas, and 
that an annual appropriation be made to the Jackson Fire Com. 
panies, equal to what may be considered the value of the protec- 
tion affurded by them to the property of the State, by way of 
insurance. The factory building of the Penitentiary, with the 
machinery, was destroyed by fire last night, and but for the timely 
and efficient services of the fire companies, the entire Pénitentiary 
buildings might have been destroyed. 

I am pained to announce to you the melancholy intelligence of 
the death of the Hon. Abner Reeves, one of your body, a mem- 
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„sper of the House of Representatives from . Carroll. county, which 

occurred on the 16th of October last- He was a just and upright 
‘man, of excellent judgment, and a safe. legislator, - While-we re- 
„gret his deceașe;and; his loss. to, the: community, we may hope: for 


“him the reward of the just and good in the future. 
THANKSGIVING. : 


Since I have been in office I have, in each year, as Governor 
of the State, without any authority of law, but sustained by 
ancient- custom, appointed a day of Thanksgiving. .. Thursday, ` 
the nineteenth day of this month, is the day now appointed, and I 
trust it will be observed. There is, certainly, some superruling 
Providence which has brought us into existence, and which will 
ultimately accomplish the ends for which we were created, not.only 
as individuals, but as a people. Nothing can, therefore, be lost by ` 
recognizing the obligation which we owe to that Supreme Being— 
by it much may be gained.

The committee on the judiciary, who were instructed to inquire 
whether it is necessary to make any provisions in relation to the 
bonds of officers whose terms are extended by the constitution, 
and to report by bill, or otherwise, beg leave to report, as follows ; 

By the fourth amendment of the constitution, known as the 
“Tenure of Office” amendment, after declaring that “all public 
-officers in this State, legislative, executive and judicial, whose 
‘terms of office expire at-the general election to be held in the year 
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one thousand eight hundred and fifty-seven, or at any subsequent 
general election shall continue to hold their offices until the first 
Monday of January next following the expiration of said terms, 
and until their successors shall be qualified, it is expressly provided 
that such of said officers as are required to give bond for the dis- 
charge of their duties, shall give bond and security for said extend- 
ed term, as may be provided by the Legislature. 

‘By the fifth amendment, known as the “Election amendment,” 
adopted by the people on thé same day with the fourth, the terms 
of office of county officers were further extended for one year, un- 
til the first Monday of January, 1859, and nothing was said in it 
on the subject of giving bonds for the extended time. but, these 
two amendments, being adopted at the same time, should be con- 
strued together as one amendment, and only such parts, if either 
should be rejected, as are absolutely repugnant to the provisions of 
the other. Besides itis the fixed policy of the State, that certain 
officers shall always give bond and security for the discharge of 
their duties, and itis not to be supposed that either the legislature 
or the people intended that this wise policy should be superseded 
or suspended. ‘The provision requiring new bonds to be given for 
the extended term, is therefore applicable to the whole term as ex- 
tended by a fair construction of both amendments, considered 
together. 

The committee think that the Legislature has already provided 
for the giving of these bonds. In the act in relation to certain 
public officers, Revised Code, 136 act 186, it is enacted that all 
officers of this State, required to give bond for the faithful discharge 
of the duttes of their respective offices, shall give bond in the fol- 
lowing form, or to the following effect, and then follows a short 
general form, designed as a guide to the officers who are to give 
and to approve the bends, and to be modified and adapted in its re- 
citals to conform to the circumstances of each particular case. It 
is expressly declared in the same article to be directory merely, 
and therefore is not to be regarded as presenfng an inflexible form 
resting the whole application of the article to cases coming within 
the letter of its recitals. In the case under consideration, it only 
requires that addition of the words, ‘and whereas the term of of- 
fice of the said has been extended to the first Monday of 
January, 1859,” to make this form fully cover them: And it is 
also declared in the same article, that “all official bonds shall be 
valid and binding in whatever form they may be taken,” except 
only when the condition shall be in violation of law. ` 

The next succeeding article (187) provides for the manner of giv- 
ing and approving these bonds, and the place where they shall be 
kept and recorded. i 

By article 196, page 138, the office is vacated by a failure to give 
bond in proper time, and by article 197, severe penalties are in. 
flicted on any officer for undertaking to execute his office, or dis- 
charge its duties before giving bond as required by law. 
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a 
It appears then that the amended constitution requires bonds 
to be given for the extended term, by all officers required by law 
to give bonds, as may be required by the Legislature. The Le- 
gislature have since provided, by a general law, broad apd com- 
prehensive enough to embrace all imaginable cases for the time 
and manner of giving bonds by all such $fficers, and have denounc- 
ed adequate penalties for a failure or refusal to comply with its 
behests. And your committee are of opinion that no further legis. 
lation is necessary, and they therefore pray to be discharged from 
the further consideration of. the subject. .

which substance inflicted a serious if not a fatal wound on the head 
of said slave, producing paralysis. ‘That upon examination of the 
wound by a surgeon, it was discovered that the scull was fractured 
to such a degree that a portion of it had to be removed, which 
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upon. being done the rationality of the boy was immediately re- 
stored, but the paralysis has continued up to-this time. The pro- 
fessional opinion is; that the wound is not necessarily fatal, but that 
the corisequences of said wound will in all probability render the 
boy useless for life. The slave is represented’to have been a valu- 
ble house servant, sensible; sound and faithful, and from twenty- 
six to thirty years of age. 

Your committee do not feel authorized to recommend absolutely 
that compensation be made for said boy, while he is yet alive, and 
with a probability that the wound will be cured, and with a possi- 
bility that the boy may recover from the effects of the wound ; your 
committee therefore ask leave to be discharged. _

 GENTLEMEN—l have respectfully te communicate to the two 
Houses the fact that owing to the expense incurred in the discovery 
and arrest of Richard S. Graves, defaulting treasurer of this State, 
in Canada, where he was discharged by the authorities of that 
Province, as heretofore communicated to the Legislature, the Ash- 
burton treaty not providing for the restoration of persons charged , 
with the crime of embezzlement, and the further expense incurred 
in discovering valuable property belonging to Graves, in Missouri, 
against which suit in the name of the State is now pending by 
attachment, and the search for other property of Graves’ in other 
States ; also on account of the large amount paid in rewards for 
the arrest of fugitives from justice, and the expense of returning 
fugitives to this State, by requisitions upon the Governors of other 
States, the executive contingent fund out of which these payments 
are made has not been sufficient for the years 1856 and 1857, to 
meet the demands upon it. 

The joint committee of the Legislature to examine the account

It is usual on an occasion like the present, to give a brief outline 
of the poliey which will influence the incoming administration, 
In pursuance of this custom, I will proceed to say that all the in- 
stitutions which you have heretofore founded, shall receive my 
care. Among these, I refer to your lunatic asylum, your. institu. 
tions for the blind, and the deaf and dumb, your University at Ox. - 
ford, your system of primary schools, your great works of internal 
improvements by Rail Road, and your Levy System. . All these 
will engage my attention, more especially your Lunatic Asylum.. 
This I esteem the greatest earthly charity, and if were to be neg- 
lected, we would scarcely be entitled to the rank of a civilized or 
Christian people, we may by private means provide, to. a certain 
extent, for the care of the blind, or the deaf and dumb, or for the 

eneral diffusion of education, but there are no means by which 
the insane poor can be protected but by a public. asylum. The 
rich may send their insane to the institutions of other states, but 
the poor, or even those in medium circumstances, are unable to do 
so; and their insane must perish unless cared for by the State. 
In reference to the other subjects referred to, my action shall be 
fully.responsive to the will of the people, as expressed through . 
their more immediate representatives iit the legislative department 
of the Government. I will at all times be ready to go as far as he 
who goes the farthest. For I do not believe that we can ever pay 
too much for the moral, intellectual or social elevation of the peo- 
ple, nor do I believe that this elevation, or rather. the means of its 
attainment, can ever be fully realized, but by developing the phys 
ical resources of the State, through a well digested system of inter. 
nal improvements, thereby making our most useful works subsidia- 
ry to the most enlightened benevolence, thus.carrying out that 
noble provision of our own State eonstitution, which declares that 
“religion, morality and knowledge being necessary to good govern- 
ment, the preservation of liberty and the happiness of mankind, 
schools and the means of education, shall forever be.encouraged in 
this State. d , NEE 

I am happy to be able to congratulate you-who now hear me, 
and the State at large, upon the tact that each and all of tho meas-: 
ures before referred to, have heretofore received the- fostering. care 
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that-we have. but to follow out and complete that which has iready 
beein:so- happily -beguni.. ` - Se S df?

_In-reference to the general: duties of the Executive, I: promise, g0 
far as capable, to exercise a well -regulated discretion, firmly ex- 
-ecuting the laws; giving to each and every.citizen the same, meas- 
ure of justice and of mercy.: `- E e a E 
Under oidinary circumstances, L would. here close this address 
and would to God that I could now so close it consistently with my 
duty to the State; but this is a privilege not permitted to me, by no 
fault of mine, or:of yours, but by the folly and madness of those who 
ought to have no connection with this day’s proceedings. I refer 
to the agitation of the slavery question both in and out of Congress 
by many of the citizens of the non-slaveholding States. ‘This is 
now the only cloud upon our political horizon, either State or Fed: 
eral ; that cloud ought to be blotted out, and if I had the power, it 
should be done, regardless ôf consequences... It is an officious and 
offensive intermeddling with our affairs, which ought never to have 
been permitted, in reference either.to our rights or duties-.. Why 
do those people organize abolition societies ?. They have no slaves 
whom they propose to emancipate. Why do they agitate the ques- 
tion of slavery ? They have none of its cares or responsibilities, 
its, good or its evil is all our own; they ought to be silent. They 
ean have no motive for their conduct but that. of disturbance and 
agitation, as.they have no legal or constitutional power over the 
question.. They can do no. good to either the master or the slave, 
but are in tryth the worst enemies of bath, they impair the loyalty 
of the slave; they -curtail his privileges, they tiglted his bonds 
while at the same time. they in a degree lock up as to him, the 
more kindly feelings of the master, and all this they pretend that 
they do in the game op God and religion: . Now if Christianity be 
true, and the Bible,.the word of God, their is neither wrong nor 
sin in the institution of slavery.. Under the government of God 
himself, during the Jewish- Theocracy, slavery existed, and in the 
New Testament, the. foundation of the Christian dispensation, slav- 
ery is recognized, and the duty. of the master and slave prescribed. 
Christ- and. his Apostles denounced ‘all sin, but. never. slavery, 
though they lived in the midst of it. 'Then.it our holy religion be 
not a deltision, and the word of God a fable, the institution of alav. 
ery per se, is as justifiable as the relation of husband : and ‘wife, 
parent and. child or any other civil institution of -the State, and is 
most necessary to the well being of the negro, being the only form 
of government or pupilage, which can raise him from barbarism or 
make him useful to himself or others, and I-have no doubt but-that 
the institution thus far in our country, has resulted in the happiness 
and elevation of both races; that.is the negro and. the white man, 
In no period of the world’s history.haye three millions of the negro 
race ever been‘ so elevated in the scale of being, or so much civil- 
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ized or christianized, as those in the United States, as slaves. They 
are better clothed, better fed, better housed and more cared for in 
sickness and in health, than has ever fallen to the lot of any similar 
number of the negro race in any age or nation ; and as a Christ- 
ian people, I feel that it is the duty of the South to keep them in 
their present position at any cost and at every peril, even independ- 
ently of the questions of interest and security. It is unaccountable 
that the abolitionist never can be made to ask himself what good 
emancipation would do the negro, or what he has ever done for the 
world but asa slave, or what would become of him if emancipated. 
Does he not know that he would speedily become a savage, as he 
has already done in St. Domingo, is now doing in Jamaica, and 
has ever been in Africa, or that he would be destroyed by the su- 
perior race? „He cannot exist among us as an equal, God separated 
us, abolitionism cannot unite us. But notwithstanding all this, the 
abolition fanatic and demagogue, pretends that he is striving not 
only for the good of the slave, but for that of the master also; in 
his Pharisaical heart he thanks God that he is not as we are. New 
I do not hesitate to declare my conviction, that as a people, the 
white race of the south are equal to, if not superior, to those of the 
non-slaveholding States, in exery quality that ennobles human na- 
ture, and if it was suitable to the present occasion, I could prove 
that we are better and richer, individually, than they are, and that 
„ this results from the existence-of the institution of slavery among 

us. I will not now further consider the question in this aspect, 
but will proceed by saying, that we ought to be fully prepared for 
the alternative that those people appear to be determined to. force 
upon us. They ure now moving Heaven aud Earth for the subju- 
gation of the South, and the overthrow of her instituiions. If not 
so, why their anxiety to make Kansas a Free State, as patriots 
they ought to desire to give to the South the power of self protec- 
tion under the forms of the constitution in one department of the 
Government at least, by which harmony might be restored to the 
country and a security given to the Union, which never can exist 
without it. The North already has a large majority in the House 
of Representatives, a majority of two in the Senate ank the power 
to elect the President ; further power they cannot want but for pur- 
poses of aggression. In this view of the question, it is our duty to 
be prepared for any contingency, never losing sight of that article 
of the Constitution of the United States, which declares the axiom- 
atic truth that “a well regulated militia, being necessary to the se- 
curity of a free State, the right of the people to keep and bear arms 
shall not be infringed.” Our fathers well understood when they 
adopted this provision of the constitution, the dangers to which our 
institutions might be exposed, and thereby secured the means of 
safety. This however, to be available, must be accompanied. by 
the courage and the will to use those arms when necessary against 
all enemies either foreign or domestic. Our institutions are al- 
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‘ready protected be the constitution and by the decisions'of :the a. 
preme court of the United States, but ag constitutions or. decress- 
‘of courts, have no self executing-power, it; may yet be, that the: 
duty will be forced upon us of standing. fo out arms in the main- 
tenance of our just rights. Constitutions sufficiently. control and 
guide the’ patriotic and just, but are not worth the paper they are 
written upon, to resist fanatics, usurpers and tyrants. ‘The bayonet, 
or the fear of it alone, can check them, and the only liberty now in 
the world has grown out of the fact that the Anglo Saxons and 
Anglo Americans have never feared to defend their privileges 
with arms in their hands even unto -blood when necessary. 

The late decision of the Supreme court in reference to the negro 
status, our rights in the Territories, and the recognition of the' duty 
ot the Federal Government under the Constitution, to protect us 
and our property, there is the end of the argument and of the law, 
and beyond it there is no appeal but to force. Ifthese rights, thus 
established, should be invaded or denied to us, can-there be one 
man in all the South, so very a coward or so much a traitor as to 
failin their vindication, even though that vindication may come 
through the instrumentality of lead and steel? If we are true to 
ourselves we will not falter. ‘The Constitution has done its duty. 
The court has established our rights, it has fixed the point at which 
resistance to tyranny becomesa duty. It has said to power, thus 
far, and no farther: it has made our quarrel just, it has marked the 
fighting line, from which we can take no step backward but with 
dishonor. This is all that constitution or laws can do, the balance 
is for ourselves. Let us then be prepared, eternal vigilance and 
sacrifice is the price of liberty ; no people ever have been great and 
free, no people ever can long be free who are not military in their 
habits, and ever ready to defend their institutions and laws. We 
as a people enjoy the peculiar privilege of bearing arms, and be- 
ing the defenders of our own rights and liberties, If we should 
ever be deprived of the one or lose the other, it will be because we 
were unworthy of them, and had not the courage to defend them. 
Itis, however, not only our privilege, but it is our bounden duty, as 
a free people, to cultivate a military spirit and to obtain-military 
knowledge ; in this view of our duty it will be my study to effect a 
thorough organization of the militia of the State. This I would 
feel bound to do, even though there was no immediate danger:me- 
nacingus. But situated as we now are with danger the -most im- 
minent, it is absolutely necessary to our security and the perma, 
nence of our institutions, That the overthrow of our social or- 
ganization, isthe fixed purpose of a very large number of the peor 
ple of the non-slaveholding States, is beyond a doubt. In the late 
presidential election, it was fully manifested—and they had well 
nigh succeeded; as they had carried eleven out of sixteen of those 
States. They. are now preparing for another struggle. They teach 
hestility to us and our institutions in their schools, they preach it 
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from their pulpits, they print it in their books, they proclaim it at 
their hustings, they agitate it inthe State and Federal governments. 
Their course is onward—and I believe can only be arrested by 
force or fear. You might as well reason with a madman asa fa- 
natic. How can you approach a transcendentalist of the higher 
law school—who has a law of his own paramount to the constitu- 
tion of his country—and a religion holier than that of the bible? 
It cannot be done, and I fear that we act upon false premises, when 
we encourage the expectation that this fanaticism will die out or 
recede from its purpose. God grant that it may be so, but such an 
expectation is not justified by the teachings of the past—all history 
shows that such fanatical organizations have generally succeeded 
in their purposes, or had to be crushed out by force, and strangled 
in their own blood. The former we never can permit--for the lat- 
ter let us be ready; our security as a State, and the permanence 
of the Union depends npon the firmness and concert of the South. 
Let us not, by our s: vi:ieness, invite aggression—but by a thorough 
arming and organization convince our assailants that we cannot be 
attacked with impunity, but on the contrary, that we are fully ready, 
and willing and abie to take care of ourselvesin the Union if we 
can; out of it if we must. Let us act thus, taking our measures 
fearlessly and openly it is our right and duty, and it is possible that 
even yet, being thus fully and solemnly warned of the consequences, 
thatthere may be sufficient patriotism and sense of justice at the 
North to avert the great calamity of disruption with which the 
country is now threatened: and which is inevitable if things travel 
on in the direction to which they are now tending. In addition to 
this let us appeal to the democracy of the non-slaveholding States, 
and all other patriotic or conservative men there, and everywhere, 
urging upon them to stand fast, and struggle on in defence of the 
Constitution and the Union—hoping that the sober second thought 
of the people may yet save the country. ‘This, with thorough 
preparation on our part, is all that we can do. The rest we must 
leave to that God, who has thus far guided and prospered us as a 
-nation—trusting and praying that the same kind providence which 
has been vouchsafed to us in the past may be continued in the fu- 
ture— well knowing": that except the Lord keepeth the city, the 
watchman waketh but in vain.

Mr. Arthur, from the joint standing committee on the Peniten- ` 
tiary, made the following report: l l 
MR. PRESIDENT— 

‘The joint standing committee on the Penitentiary, to whom was 
referred the special message of the Governor, on the subject of the 
late losses at said institution, by fire, have had the same under 
consideration. They find by the report of the Superintendent and 
Inspectors, that the original cost of the building and machinery, 
&c., Jost by the fire, was about $28,000, but, in addition to the 
original cost, there was about $7,000 more not included in the 
estimate of loss, which had been expended in freights, insurance, 
charges and expenses of machinery, and putting the same in run- 
ning order, making the total cost of the whole property about $35,- 
000. A great portion of this machinery was of the old style and 
much worn, and would in a short time, have had to be replaced by 
the State, and for years had been worked to great disadvantage— 
the manufactured articles not being of such quality as to command 
the market, and consequently the factory had not, of late years, 
been as profitable as it might have been with better selected and 
more improved machinery and management. The committee have 
taken much pains to examine into all the facts and all the estimates 
necessary to restore the cotton factory. ‘They have availed them- 
selves of the experience of a practical board of inspectors who 
have long been connected with the institution, of the Superinten- - 
dant who has made himself familiar with all the advantages by ex- 
perience, and by examinations of other establishments, of the prac- 
tical experience of the machinist and architect ef the institution— 
and were also fortunate enough to add the experience and informa- 
tion of Mr. Rogers, of Patterson, New Jersey, a gentleman largely 
engaged in thebusiness of manufacturing who happened to be on 
a viiit tothe State; and they have had before them various bills, 
estimates for building, cost of machinery, &c., and they are satis- 
fied that for the original cost of $35,000, a larger building with 
same amount of machinery, but of improved style, could be replaced; 
but they are also satisfied that from the increased number of con- 
victs the same amount of machinery would not afford employment 
for them, and many would have to be kept idle, or placed at other 
work less profitable to the institution, and competing with other 
mechanical employments.. 

The State should find employment for all the prisoners, not only 
on account oftheir health and reformation, but to return as far as 
possible the expense of keeping them. In the erection of a cotton 
factory the State accomplishes five important objects : 

Ist. By furnishing work for the prisoners which avoids compe- 
tition with the mechanical interests of the State. 
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2d. By employing them in the most profitable manner. ` - 
3d. By adding to the: manufacturing interests of the State: and 
keeping large expenditures at home, which: would otherwise go out 
of the State. : > a, 
4th. By consuming a large amount of raw-material, cotton and 
wool, and furnishing a home market for it. SG 
5th. By enabling the institution to pay its whole expenses with- 
out being a burden upon the State ; and there is no doubt of this 
being the true policy of the State in reference to the institution. 
The estimate of a complete factory, such as will be needed when 
the inmates increase, amount to $50,060, but the committee have 
concluded not to add anything more than is absolutely necessary 
to furnish profitable employment to all the convicts now on hand, 
and to have a suitable building, sufficient to add machinery as the 
number of convicts may increase, and the profits of the institution 
may justify its extension, without calling on the State for farther 
aid, and have therefore curtailed the estimate to $40,000; which 
they think sufficient to cover the whole expense, buildings, machi- 
nery. cost of transportation, insurance, &c. - l 
“This will furnish a larger, better, safer and more convenient 
building than the old factory, and allow more machinery to be 
added hereafter as the number of convicts increase, and the pro- 
fits of the factory itself will purchase; it will furnish additional 
and more improved machinery than the old; will enable the Su- 
perintendent to work all the convicts advantageously, and by man- 
ufacturing better staple articles, so as to command our market, 
will add at least 25 per cent. to the profits of the institution, thus 
enabling the institution with the sale of manufactured articles now 
on hand to return every dollar ofthis amóunt-to the State. Treasury 
in two years, if properly managed, and ever after, to support itself 
without being a burden or tax upon the State. Your committee 
has therefore instructed me to report the following bill and recom- 
mend its passage.

Mr. PRESIDENT— : 

The joint standing committee on the Lunatic Asylum, beg leave 


‘to report, that owing to the late period at which the report of the 


trustees and medical superintendent, came into their possession, 
they have been unable to make such an examination of the man- 
agement of the Asylum since the last regular session of the Legis- 
la,ure, as they desired, or as the public have a right to expect. In 
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the short time left before the period fixed for our adjournment, the 
comniittăe have no-hope that they will be able to do more than to 
finish'the'exariitiation of the:books and vouchers from the first day 
of January to the first of October, A. D. 1857. The accounts for 
the year 1856, cannot be accomplished during the present session. 
The expenditures for the present year seem'to be large, amounting | 
in the aggrigate to $26,000: It must be borne in mind, however, 
that the Asylum has been from the time when it went into opera- 
tion, compelled to carry a large debt forward from year to year, 
and that the extinguishment of this debt is necessarily brought into 
the current account of expenses, thus footing up a large aggregate 
which is to some extent, only, apparent, as all old debts are said 
now to be paid off, the committee have no doubt that with careful 
management future reports will present a more satisfactory appear- 
ance. But to accomplish this object it will be necessary that the 
trustees should adopt a systematic course of economy, and retrench 
the expenses of the Asylum as far as may be compatible with its 
usefulness. S ! 

Regular monthly meetings of the trustees as now required by 
law for the purpose ot examining and auditing all accounts of ex- 
penditures are absolutely necessary, and no account should be 
carried into the general ledger until it has been so examined and 
audited. It is impossible for the medical superintendent to dis- 
charge his own proper official duties, and also to direct all the du- 
ties ot the financial affairs of the Asylum, and it is unjust to subject 
the steward to all the responsibility of three expenses of so larze an 
institution. 

The building and other improvements which becomes necessary 
on the account of the fire which occurred on January, 1856, is 
nearly completed, and will be finished without further appropria- 
tion. With some slight additional improvements and repairs the 
Mississippi Lunatic Asylum will compare favorably with any simi- 
lar institution in the Union. 

The report of the medical superintendent shows a most satisfac- 
tory result of all recent cases of insanity brought to the Asylum for 
treatment. About eight per cent. are cured, and this is equal to 
the most successful treatment of insanity in the oldest and best 
managed hospitals in Europe or America. 

The committee agree with his excellency, Governor M’ Willie in 
pronouncing this to be the noblest charity of the State, and his 
commending it to the fostering care of the Legislature. The at- 
tention of the committee has been called to the large sums neces- 
sary to pay the expenses of carrying indigent insane persons to and 
from the Asylum. These sums are now paid out of the funds of 
the Asylum, and form a large portion of its expenses. The bring; 
ing of two patients to the Asylum during the present year, cost ne 
less than six hundred dollârs.- The committee believe this expense 
should be borne by the counties from which such patients are 
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brought. It is unjust to charge the Asylum with these large ac- 
counts when they form no part of its proper expenses. In conclu- 
dë the committee have instructed me to report a bill to be enti- 
tled, i SA ae

I have thought it best to adopt this course, notwithstanding that 
I differ with you in opinion as to your being the succeeding Legis- 
lature required by the Constitution. But as no evil can arise from 
signing the bill, and as you may be right and I wrong, great evil 
would arise from my veto, provided, it was sustained, in the event 
of your being the succeeding Legislature—for if this should be 
held to be correct, then the amendment would fail, for those whom 
I deem to be the proper body to make the insertion, would be in- 
competent to do so. 

I also have great doubt whether this is such a bill as to justify 
the exercise of the veto power, as the Constitution is mandatory in 
requiring the Legislature to insert the amendment.
